Laying hens kept in semi-confine- 


ment produced at about the same 
rate and cost as- hens allowed free 
access to range, in a four-year test 
at the University of Arkansas' Fruit 
and Truck Branch Experiment, Sta- 
tion. The same thing was true of 
the use of roosts in a one-year 
test; produclini, of hens in house..; 
without roosts was equal lo U>;u of 
hens who were in houses with reg- 
ular roosts. 


So Professor R. M. Smith of tho 


Animal Industry Department at IMe 
University raported*'at tiie ahh'iiat 
Family Study Day held at the Sta- 
tion today. In the trials, which last- 
ed from 225 to 2(iO days, flocks ol 
40 hens were used in each pen. 
Tho birds on range had free access 
to an area about GO by 100 feet in 
six.e; while those on semi-confine- 
ment wore penned up until 2 in the 
afternoon and then given access 
to range until night. In tests at 
the Main Experiment Station, keep- 
ing hens in volal confinement did 
not change either rate or cost of 
production significantly, Professor5 
Smith reported. 


How efficient production affects 


returns from laying hens was clear- 
ly shown in these trials. The higl- 
est production rate, of B4 per eent, 
was made by a pen of White Leg- 
horns. Eggs laid by these hens 
cost 29 cents per do/en. A low fig 
ure of 33 per cent production was 
made by a flock of White Rocks in 
another year, and cost of produc 
tion in that pen was 48 cents a do7- 
en eggs, according to Professor 
Smith.
